As these various sacri- 
ficial beasts were brought to be 
offered to Jehovah, they were 
bound to the horns of the altar, 
which were upon its four corners. 


Our Lord Jesus Is the 
Volunteer Sacrifice 
In this Scripture, which is a 
Messianic Psalm, picturing our 
Lord Jesus Christ as the rejected 
One giving Himself for us, we see 
the meaning of the horns. He was 
bound to them.

This very morning I read that counterfeiting has be- 
come a common practice all over this country. The people 
thus engaged are to be found in every church community 
and in practically every one of the churches, and they are 
often among the most highly-respected and useful citizens. 
‘They may be your next-door neighbors, your doctor, your 
lawyer, your best friend. In fact, they may be you—for a 
pathetic thing about it is that these people are not aware that 


they are counterfeiting. 


These facts were not released 
by the F.B.1., or the state police. 
In fact, such agencies are power- 
less to deal with these cases. But 
the warning has come from the 
most infallible source and the min- 
isters of the churches are required 
to relay it to their constituency. 
I read a full account of it in the 
“Matthew News,’ page seven. The 
by-line bears the name of the 
Chief Justice of the Supreme Court 
of the Universe. It has to be au- 
thentic. He warns the public that 
vast numbers of people, who think 
their passports for Heaven are 


valid, will find that they are 


counterfeits and utterly worthless. 
He says people will plead with 
Him to accept them on _ the 
grounds of their fine characters, 
their splendid qualifications and 
their outstanding accomplishments 


for society, the church and the 
kingdom of God. But all of these 
things are of no value if the pass- 
port has not been validated by 
Himself: He has to know you and 
you have to know Him, personally, 
as a definite experience, or else He 
says He will say to you, “I never 
knew you: depart from me, ye 
that work iniquity” (Matt. 7:23). 


I. What Do You Know? 


That is the question of the 
hour. Pontius Pilate was one of 
these counterfeiters. He felt just 


you do and actually wanted to be 
on His side. He even asked Jesus 
to assure him that He was the 
Christ, the King of the Jews for 
whom they had been looking. But 
Jesus instantly recognized the

CHAPTER XATITV 


Hippo, Giralfe, and Mountain Goat 


The Hippopotamus 
Some other strange and interesting mammals deserve 
our attention in this study we are making, so today let us 
look at the Hippopotamus or River Horse, next to the elephant 
in bulk among the quadrupeds, It frequents the rivers and 
lakes of different regions of Africa. Owing to its short legs, 
it is not more than four our five feet high at the shoulders, 
but its length varies from twelve to fourteen feet. A full- 
grown animal with its swollen, barrel-like body may weigh 
four tons. 


It has a rough, ,tough, warty 
hide, slaty copper brown in color, 
the female being of a lighter 
aides The skin is practically bare 
with the exception of a few strong 
bristles on face, muzzle, neck and 
tail. This hide, when freshly re- 
moved, may weigh five hundred 
pounds, and, as it is one and a 
half inches’ thick on the back is 
not easily removed. This animal 
has an enormous head, which is 
remarkable in shape, with small, 
erect ears, bulging eyes, and nos- 
trils set in direct line. This fea- 
ture enables the animal! to raise its 
eves and nostrils above the water 
when it wishes to breathe and sur- 
vey its surroundings without ex- 
posing its huge body. 

Inside the mouth there is a teri- 
fying armory of gleaming white 
teeth. How would you enjoy a set 
like this? The canines curve back- 
wards and may be forty inches 
leng with the average about thirty. 
The lower incisors lie almost hori- 
zontally with their points project- 
ing backwards. 

With this equipment the hip- 
popotamus can cut grass and reeds 


using special muscles, and can re- 
main below the surface for at least 
five minutes. A young baby hippo- 
potamus is carried on the neck of 
the mother which comes to the 
surtace frequently rather than run 
any risk of drowning her offspring. 

Possessed of an enormous appe- 
tite which is seldom satisfied, and 
with a stomach capacity of five or 
six bushels, it is not difficult to 
imagine the damage that can be 
done to standing crops when these 
animals are on the rampage. Al- 
though so huge a creature, it is 
relatively harmless, thriving and 
even breeding in captivity. 

It is thought that the hippopota- 
mus is “behemoth,” and “chief of 
the ways of God,’ mentioned in 
Job, 40th chapter, where we read: 
“Lo now, his strength is in his 

loins,

The Nubian or northern species 
is more reddish chestnut in color, 
the skin showing a series of almost 
geometrical tawny lines, while fre- 
quently there is a third horn in the 
eenter of the forehead. 

The giraffe. appears to be a 
graceful mixture of the antelope, 
deer, ox, camel, and ostrich. We 
can understand why it is some- 
times known as the camelopard, 
but its full, round, dark, expressive 
eyes show that it has nothing in 
common with fierce flesh-eating 
animals. 

It is the tallest of.all living ani- 
mals, a full-grown male reaching 
a height of eighteen or twenty 


feet, the female being = slightly 
shorter. A large part of this great 


stature is obtained by the extra- 
ordinarily long neck, which, how- 
ever, has only seven vertebrae, as 
found in all other mammals. 

The long tapering neck is not 
very flexible and so the giraffe 
presents rather a ludicrous sight 
when it stoops to drink or graze, 
being compelled to separate its 
legs in an awkward straddle in or- 
der to reach the ground. 

Its great height makes it easy 
for it to browse upon the leaves of 
trees, especially the acacia which 


48° its favorite, and causes the skin 


to give off a powerful odor, not 
unlike the perfume from a hive of 
heather honey. The upper lip is 
very flexible, and the long fongue 
has such agility and power that 
the animal is able to pluck with 
speed and accuracy selected leaves, 
one at.a time. 

The giraffe is gentle and in- 
offensive, but when attacked, will 
defend itself with a series of vigor- 
ous kicks, sometimes effective even 
against a lion. At all times it is 
strangely silent, and its voice is 
unknown, In its sport or play, it 
utters no sound, not even when 
startled. Nor does it even give 
vent to a moan of pain when it is 
in the agonies_of death, clasped by 
a lion, which usually stalks its 
prey unobserved and bears it to 
the ground by sheer strength. 

Like some of the antelopes and 
the camels, it can go a long time 
without water, obtaining sufficient 
moisture from its food. They thrive 
well in captivity. 


The Mountain Goat 


Do you know about the moun- 
tain goat which lives high on the 
mountains during the winter, 
where no other mammal stays? 
There in that dangerous region the 
mother goat must teach her off- 
spring how to jump from crag to 
crag. The lesson is a severe one. 
When they come to the end of the 
trail or to the edge of a ledge, 
which is a dangerous spot selected 
by the mother, naturally the little 
fellow hesitates, so mother 
promptly pushes it over the cliff. 
Very terrified, the young goat 
manages to strike his feet against 
a jutting rock, and bounces to 
another trail far below. 

This all may happen some 9,000 
feet or more above sea. level. The 
ledges over which baby is pushed 
may be 1,000 feet high. Mother 
knows, however, that there is a 
trail below, and jutting rocks; for 
she has made these jumps herself, 
many times before. The feet of the 
mountain goat are made ‘“non- 
skid.” There is a sharp-horned 
hoof, and inside, a pad which per- 
mits the feet to stick to slippery 
rocks, 

Yes, the mountain goat teaches 
its young how to walk in slippery 
places. But the Christian has a 
much better Guide and Protector. 
Remember Psalm 91:10-12: 

“There shall no evil befall thee 

. For he shall give his angels 
charge over thee, to keep thee in 
all thy ways. They shall bear thee 


up in their hands, lest thou dash‘

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Moving In For The Kill

Lying before me is an amazingly 
strong letter from a mother who 
declares, 

“It looks like the beer barons 
and the cigarette manufacturers 
are moving in for the kill.” 

Of course, she refers to the fact 
that the breweries announce $100,- 
000,000 and the cigarette manu- 
facturers $50,000,000 for adver- 
tising purposes, which means that 
they will practically control most 
of the periodicals of the nation 
and largely dominate radio and 
television. Probably about a week 
ago, one of the big five in the 
cigarette world announced that 
they had bought up tobacco rights 
on fifty radio stations owned and 
operated by colleges and universi- 
ties, and from that source there 
has come the repeated announce- 
ment that statistics show the large 
majority of college and university 
students prefer that particular 
brand of tobacco. 

Lying before me is a recent issue 
of TIDE, which announces on its 
front page, “The Magazine. of Sales 
and Advertising: Trends.” In big 
type across the front cover is the 
question, “Are Admen Smoking 
As. Much As Ever?” On the sev- 
enteenth page of this advertising 
periodical, there comes the an- 
nouncement in large type, ‘Most 
admen are changing their smoking 
habits—or quitting.” In a panel 
of 2.200 of the nation’s top ad- 
vertising and marketing execu- 
tives. there comes the declaration, 
“One-third of the Panel doesn't 
smoke, two-thirds do. Of the two- 
thirds that do, just about half 
have changed their habits in the 
last vear: 35°90 switched to filter 
cigarettes, 986% cut down and “a 
whopping 3%. quit entirely.” 
With the pictures of these leading 
executives—the live-wires of the 
radio world—-there come the dec- 
Jarations of certain of these men 
and those declarations run all the 
way from “quitting the weed” to 
the pitiful lament, “I can't quit 
smoking.” One of these executives 
never touches cigarettes but sticks 
to his pipe saying, “I prefer cancer 
of the lip to cancer of the lungs.”’ 

Probably the most pitiful dec- 
laration of this periodical, TIDE, 
comes with the | 
twenty-seventh page which | dis- 
cusses plans of the cigar makers 
of the nation to greatly expand 
their markets with “appeals to 
women and young men.’ ‘The 
man who was interviewed for this 
article, Cigar Institute of America 
president, Walter K. Lyons, an- 
nounces that $12,000,000 will be 
spent this year in advertising Cci- 
gars — $5,500,000 in newspaper 
space, $4,000,000 in national maga- 
vines, $1,000,000 in _ television, 
$800,000 in radio, and about $200,- 
000 ‘on “point-of-purchase § dis- 
plays.” With this outline of the 
plans to push the sales. of cigar- 
ettes nationwide, this man. gives 
what I think the nation is coming 
to realize and that is, they are 
“subtly wooing younger men in 
these ads by soliciting testimonials 
from baseball and other sports 
figures whom the younger element 
lionizes.”’ 

I believe in the last report, the 
Federal Trades Commission had 
called 173 people over the nation 
testifying to the merits of certain 
brands of cigarettes with the as- 
tounding revelation that practical- 
ly every one of these testimonials, 
frankly admitted by those who 
testified concerning the merits ol 
these certain brands, were written 
for the money there was in it, The 
facts are that leading athletes, a 
few at least, and widely known 
movie stars and musical artists 
stultified their conscience and pros- 
tituted their manhood and woman- 
hood in selling their name and 
fame to the cigarette hucksters 
who were trying to reach our boys 
and girls, but in many instances, 
the writers of these glowing words 
of commendation either did not 
smoke at all or smoked other 
brands of cigarettes. They frankly 
said, “We signed the testimonials 
for the money there was in it.” | 

A few days ago there came to 
my desk one of the syndicated 


_articles, published in one of the 


leading papers of the nation, by 


Dr. George W. Crane, which names

John E. Brown, Sr. 


a top-notch sports writer of the 
Chicago Daily News who charged 
that a famous baseball player on 
the Milwaukee Braves team signed 
an endorsement for a certain cigar- 
ette for $500, when, as a matter of 
fact, this player does not. smoke. 
A few days later as I picked up the 
Los Angeles Examiner, there 
smiled up at me this famous ath- 
lete naming the team and the 
position he plays in baseball, and 
the testimonial of the endorse- 
ment of this widely advertised 
cigarette. Dr. Crane; in discussing 
this vicious, constant lying, says, 
“Millions of boys and girls look 
upon well known athletes and 
moving picture ‘stars as their he- 
Yoes and “heroines. - ‘If my~ hero 
smokes this brand of cigarettes. 
then I'll try to be liké him and 
smoke it, too,” is the resulting 
thought in the minds of many such 
avid followers. But you heroes of 
American youth have an obligation 
to those boys and.girls which is 
greater than the mere $500 or 
$1,000 you get for such hypocritical 
endorsements.” Dr. Crane reaches 
the highest levels of sarcasm and 
denunciation when he says, “Judas 
Iscariot unknowingly sold out Je- 
sus for 30 pieces of silver, but 
When he realized what he had 
done, he refused to accept the 
money and threw it on the ground. 
Then he went out and hanged him- 
self. But many modern Americans 
aren't fit to touch the feet of Ju- 
das Iscariot, for they knowingly 
sell out American boys and girls 
for $500. And they don’t show the 
remorse or repentance of Judas.” 

With the announcement from 
the Medical Association of the na- 
tion that all their magazines have 
excluded cigarette advertising, 
here comes the page-ad by Ches- 
terfields with the picture of Ann 
Sheridan and the announcement. 
“Just what the doctor ordered.”’ 
The fight that Roy Norr, of Ames 
and Norr, is making on cigarettes, 
in which he has spent $30,000 of 
his own money, has come in large 
part through the disgraceful, vi- 
ciously dishonest, and malicious 
publicity the manufacturers of 
tobacco have spread over this land, 
and mainly to entice our boys and 
girls into the frightful, expensive, 
dirty, hurtful habit of cigarette 
smoking.

extortioners, shall inherit the king- 
dom of God.’ That is serious. 

“Please, Mr. Rice, then how can 
a union member get to Heaven? 

“Please further give some ver- 
ses that justify a Christian man’s 
being a member of a labor union? 
Please also some that condone it. 

“Please answer my letter and 
don’t evade the issue. You know 
the Scriptures and it is such a 
problem at our house.

The Editor’s Answer 


“Dear Mrs. Holdiman: 

“IT thank you for your letter. I 
realize that you mention a burning 
issue. 1 am glad to give you my 
convictions on the issue of a Chris- 
tian and the labor union. 

“1. I do not think it wrong for 
workers to organize, and to bar- 
gain collectively with an employer. 
I do not think it wrong for a Chris- 
tian worker to quit work if his 
wages or other conditions seem to 


justify it. I do not even think it 


is wrong for workers to quit alto- 
gether on strike, if it seems wise 
to do so, as long as they act like 
law-abiding citizens and Chris- 
tians. 

“2. But I think that it is a crime 
when strikers destroy property or 
threaten other workers, or prevent 
others from working. I believe that 
goon sguads from the union which 
beat up workers and. destroy 
property ought to be handled just 
like any other criminals, law- 
breakers, unworthy of respect and 
of support. No Christian has a 
right to condone or excuse violence 
in a strike. No Christian ought to 
allow his money to be used that 
way, or his influence to be used 
that way. A man has a right to 
work or not to work. He certainly 
has no right to prevent others 
from working. 

‘3. Necessarily I believe in the 
open shop as a matter of principle, 
of right and wrong. To compel 
anybody to join a union in order to 
work is a violation of human lib- 
erty, and is sinful and wicked. 
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People have a right to join a union 
or not to join a union. Employers 
have a right to hire a union labor- 
er if they prefer it, or to hire non- 
union labor if they want to. Work- 
ers have a right to strike if they 
want to, and employers have a 
right to hire strike-breakers, if 
they want to. This is a free coun- 
try. Anytime that unions must 
violate the law and violate the 
rights of other people to carry on 
their work, then: their work is 
wrong and good citizens every- 
where ought to be against them in 
it. 

“4. Now should Christians be 
members of unions? I believe that 
depends on the circumstances. If 
a Christian can be a member of 
the union without taking secret 
oaths which bind him to act with 
unscrupulous men, to do wrong, 
and without agreeing to criminal 
tactics, and without violating the 
rights of others, then perhaps a 
Christian can join the union. If 
the union membership involves a 
“yoke” like a secret order, where 
one is bound to the union and to do 
what union leaders say, right or 
wrong, and to go against principle, 
then no Christian has a right to 
yoke up with. unbelievers in that 
kind of a plan..In my judgment, 
there are some unions, in some cir- 
cumstances, where no Christian 
has a right to join. But as far as 
I know, there are some unions that 
are handled in a legal and decent. 
way, that does not involve crime 
or oppression of others, and where 
one may keep his integrity and not 
swear away his rights and so a 
Christian, in such case, would be 
allowed to join, in my judgment. 

“However, I would have to say 
that under the New Deal admin- 
istration of Roosevelt and Tru- 
man, socialism and communism 
have made such inroads in the la- 
bor unions that generally the lead- 
ership is wrong and unChristian. 
And Christians in the labor union 
would have to expect to suffer 
some. discrimination.

Chicago’s famous Pacific Garden 
mission which is now in its 77th 
year, reports that in 1952-53 it 
served more than 99,000 meals, 
had 29,000 overnight guests, with 
some 7,000 persons professing con- 
version. Many of the mission’s 
converts are of the Skid Row ele- 
ment. The staff now has 40 full- 
time members.

home of the veteran missionary, 
Rev. John Hall, of the Sudan In- 
terior Mission. He died in London 
on February 8. A funeral service 
was held for him in Westminster 
Chapel, and he was buried in West 
Norwood Cemetery, London, not 
far from the grave of the great 
Baptist preacher, Charles Haddon 
Spurgeon. We cannot do better 
than to reprint here a little of the 
tribute that was paid to our bro- 
ther by Mr. Ritchie Rice of the

service: 

“Three little words have been 
upon my mind since I was asked 
to speak here as representing the 
S. I. M., and those words are, 
‘WHOSE FAITH FOLLOW.’ We 
Should remember all those who 
have been our leaders, and follow 
their faith. Our brother, who has 
been called to higher service, was 
outstanding in that faith towards 
our Lord Jesus Christ, and in all 
his work for the Lord; and we 
would indeed desire to follow, in 
so far as he followed the Lord. 

“He said in one of his books 
that when he was called Home 
he believed the word ‘“Tangale’ 
would be written upon his heart, 
and symbolically we know that 
this is so. That tribe in the eastern 
part of Nigeria, to which he was 
called in those early days during 
the first World War— the Tangale 
—was always upon his heart, and 
what a wonderful work God 
wrought through him! He went

Psalm that we read, “The stone 
which the builders refused is be- 
come the head stone of the cor- 
ner.” It speaks of our Lord Jesus, 
the One who “came to his own, but 
his own received him not.” He was 
rejected by those He loved so ten- 
derly and was taken out to die. He 
was the victim bound as it were 
to the horns of the altar. That 
altar for Him was the cross on 
which He yielded up His hife for 
our redemption. The horn signi- 
fies power—the Gospel is the pow- 
er of God unto salvation to all who 
believe. Four speaks of universal- 
ity—He gave Himself a ransom 
for all. 

What were the cords that bound 
Him there? It is a rather sig- 
nificant thing that the only other 
instance in all the Bible, as far 
as I can recall, where we actually 
read of a sacrifice being bound 
to the altar is in the case of Isaac. 
God said to Abraham, “Take now 
thy son, thine only son _ Isaac, 
whom thou lovest, and get thee 
into the land of Moriah; and offer 
him there for a_ burnt-offering 
upon one of the mountains which 


these people were cannibals, and 
he went without knowing a word 
of the language, and he _ lived 
amongst them and, with the love 
of God shed abroad in his heart, 
he won these people by love. One 
and another came and helped him, 
and gradually he picked. up the 
sounds and the words and, later, 
had the exquisite joy of seeing one 
of the gospels translated in the 
language of the Tangale, printed 
by the British and Foreign Bible 
Society, and brought back to this 
people. In later years further 
books of the Bible were similarly 
translated and distributed. What 


_a wonderful work!—to have been 


privileged to bring the Word of 
Life to these people who but a 
few years before were cannibals, 
and what a transforming work 
was carried out there by the 
Spirit of God, and through these 
servants of the Lord! After a few 
years, fifteen to seventeen after 
his arrival there, .2,500 people 
gathered in their churches’ for the 
worship of God. This change from 
absolute paganism effected 
through the work of these servants 
of the Lord was a sight to be- 
hold as now they gathered in their 
thousands to worship the Lord 
God of their salvation. What a 
privilege to have been used by the 
Lord to bring the Light to these 
dark people! That is what our 
brother was used to do.” 


So he has “passed over” and, 
no doubt, all the trumpets sounded 
a welcome on the other side.

ingly careful how they put their 
hands on the other girl’s brother. 
Girls do not sense the magnetic 
touch of a woman’s hand upon a 
man. It is like an electric shock 
and sets him on fire. A girl should 
keep her hands to herself. If girls 
only knew what petting parties 
and promiscuous passing of them- 
selves around among boys did to 
boys they would always hold 
themselves in a modest reserve. 


There are two classes of girls 
that young men have in their 
minds. One is the girl who will 
let a boy do as he pleases with 
her, who passes herself promiscu- 
ously around in petting parties and 
with her kisses with common lov- 
ers. High grade young men have 
no respect for this type of girl. 
She may think she is popular, 
but she is only popular in the 
sense that she is a cheap play- 
thing with these young men, in 
whose hearts there is utterly no 
respect. The other class of girls 
that young men have in mind are 
the modest, reserved girls, who 
hold sacred these love and sex 
matters. When these young men 
are looking for brides they pass 
up the promiscuous girl. She may 
not be a loud girl, but if she is 
promiscuous, she is at least doubt- 
ful. The true young man _ seeks 
only the girl who knows her place 
and keeps it. 

One of the most attractive girls 
that I have met in a quarter of 
a century and who had been out 


of the university for a year told 
me her experience as a pure, true, 
natural, vivacious, joy-loving girl 
as she met her dates during her 
years at the university. 

Her books of dates were full for 
each week end, at the opening and 
during all of those college days. 
She kept herself in beautiful mod- 
est reserve in all her relations 
with her dates. She wondered if 
she could compete with necking, 
promiscuous girls. 


With joy and pride she told me 
that never once did any young 
man even offer to put his arm 
about her to say nothing of kissing 
her. Her week-end bookings were 
full throughout the four years of 
college. 


The statement bys:cheap young 
men that a girl will have to be 
immoral to get datés is abomin- 
ably untrue. If a girl will be her 
true self she will lift boys to her 
fine level.

I will tell thee of.” And we are 
told how the father and~son went 
together to Mt. Moriah, and how 
Isaac looked up to his father and 
said, “Behold the fire and the 
wood: but where is the lamb for 
the burnt-offering?”’ 


Abraham replied, ‘‘“My son, God 
will provide Himself a lamb for a 
burnt-offering.”’ What prophetic 
words were those! Jesus. said, 
“Abraham. rejoiced to see my day.” 
He looked on in faith to the com- 
ing into this scene of “‘the Lamb of 
God which taketh away the sin of 
the world.” But again typically we 
read, “Abraham built an altar 
there, and laid the wood in order, 
and bound Isaac his son, and laid 
him on the altar upon the wood. 
And Abraham stretched forth his 
hand, and took the knife to slay 
his son.” Then God intervened. 


Some one has well said, ‘He 
spared that father’s heart the 
pang which He would not spare 
His own.” This is the fullest pic- 
ture of the sacrifice of Christ 
which we have in the Old Testa- 
ment. Elsewhere we read of bulls 
and goats and rams offered to God, 
but here we have a man; here we 
have a beloved son bound with 
cords to the altar. 


Bound with the Golden Cord 
of Love for God 


What were the cords? It seems 
to me we might think of one of 
them as “The Golden Cord of 
Love to God the Father.” You re- 
member how our Lord Jesus Christ 
declared in John’s Gospel, “No 
man taketh my life from me, but 
I lay it down of myself. I have 
power to lay it down, and I have 
power to take it again. This com- 
mandment have I received of my 
Father” (John 10:18). 

And again you recall His words, 
as He left the upper room to go 
out to the Garden, ‘““That the world 
may know that I love the Father; 
and as the Father gave me com- 
mandment, even so I do. Arise, let 
us go hence” (John 14:31). He was 
not a helpless victim in the hands 


that bound Him there? “But that 
the world may know that I love 
the Father; and as the Father 
gave me commandment, even so I 
do. Arise, let us go hence.” It was 
love to the Father; it was the de- 
sire to vindicate the righteousness 
of God; it was that He might 
glorify the Father, that led Him 
thus to go to that cross. 


Bound with the Silver Cords 
of Love to Man 


But that is only one of the cords 
that bound Him. The text inti- 
mates that there were more than 
one. “Bind the sacrifice with cords, 
even unto the horns of the altar.” 
We may speak of the other as, 
“The Silver Cord of Love to Man,” 
for in Ephesians 5:25, 26 it is writ- 
ten, ‘‘Christ loved the church, and 
gave himself for it; That he might 
sanctify and cleanse it with the 
washing of water by the word.” 
He could have gone free. The law 
had no claim upon Him. Jehovah 
had decreed, “The soul that sin- 
neth it shall die;” but He had 
never been guilty of sin, He was 
free from all inward tendency to 
sin, and .yet He stooped in grace 
to take our place and went out 
to die in our room and stead. 


Never was love like His. You 
remember He said, “Greater love 
hath no man than this, that a man 
lay down his life for his friends.” 
It was in grace He called them 
friends, for by nature all men are 
enemies and alienated from God 
by wicked works, If He had been 
looking for friends for whom to 
die, He could not have found one 
in all this wide world, for of every 
man’s heart it is written, ‘The 
carnal mind is enmity against 
God” (Rom. 8:7).

26:39); and 
When at last He saw the multi- 
tude coming He went forth to 
meet them and asked, “Whom 
seek ye?” And they said, ‘““‘We seek 
Jesus of Nazareth.” And He an- 
swered, “I am he.” In so speaking 
He used the incommunicable name 
of God. 

Moses said to Jehovah, ‘‘When 
I come to the children of Israel, 
whom shall I say sent me?’’ God’s 
answer was, ‘I AM; say unto the 
children of Israel, I AM hath sent 
me unto you.” When they came 
with swords and staves to arrest 
Jesus, He said, “I am,” and they 
went backward and fell to the 
ground. They could not stand be- 
fore His face when He asserted 
His Deity. They had no power 
against Him. He had insisted upon 
that when He stood in Pilate’s 
Hall. Pilate asked Him, “Speakest 
thou not unto me? knowest thou 
not that I have power to crucify 
thee and have power to release 
thee?”

our hearts going out in worship 
and praise and adoration? Shall 
we stop there? 

Or shall we remember that love 
like this has claims on us and 
that as He was bound to the horns 
of the altar, so now the Word 
comes home to every redeemed 
soul: “I beseech you _ therefore, 
brethren, by the mercies of God, 
that ye present your bodies a liv- 
ing sacrifice, holy, acceptable unto 
God, which is your reasonable 
service’ (Rom, 12:1). 

Shall we not turn to Him and 
say, “Blessed Lord, Thou wert 
bound with cords to the horns of 
the altar in order to redeem our 
souls from everlasting judgment. 
Oh, bind us to the place of sacri- 
fice that we may be yielded whol- 
ly to Thyself, that we may live 
unto Thee. Now bind us there that 
we may not shrink back, but ever 
offer to Thee the sacrifice of 
praise and thanksgiving, and the 
sacrifice of well-doing to glorify 
Thy name.” 

The early Christians used to 
speak of the Lord’s Supper as “The 
Sacrament.” Sometimes we lose 
track of the origin of these ecclesi- 
astical terms and we wonder at 
them. How would anybody ever 
think of calling the eucharistic 
feast a “Sacrament’’? This was 
the name given to the oath taken 
by a Roman legionary when he en- 
listed in the Imperial army. He 
took the oath of fealty to the Em- 
peror, of loyalty to Rome, of de- 
votion to those in authority above 
him; and from time to time as the 
troops were reviewed and _ they 
saluted the Emperor, this oath was 
renewed. So the early Christians 
came to think of each observance 
of the Lord’s Supper as a renewal 
of their allegiance to the Saviour 
who had bought them with His 
blood and was now their risen 
Lord. Thus, little by little, they 
came to regard it as a sacra- 
mental service. 


Perhaps the term has been mis- 
used. 1 am afraid it has. The sim- 
plicity of the feast of remem- 
brance has been lost sight of. Tra- 
ditional teaching has superseded 
the clear instruction of the Holy 
Scriptures. Ritualistic and liturgi- 
cal practices have obscured the 
true character of the Supper of 
the Lord. But nevertheless we can 
well understand the thought that 
was in the minds of those early 
believers when they spoke of it 
as they did, and surely all who 
draw near to the Lord’s Table 
should know what it is to realize 
afresh their eternal obligation to 
Him who has bought us with His 
own most precious blood. 

As we meet in hallowed com- 
munion to remember Him who re- 
membered us in our great need, we 
may well look back and think of 
Him as the one all-sufficient sacri- 
fice for sin bound by the cords of 
love.to the horns of the altar. And 
as we partake of the bread and the 
cup should we not lift our hearts 
afresh and say, “Blessed Lord, 
Thou hast died so great a death 
for me, Thou hast manifested such 
a marvelous love in the accom- 
plishment of my redemption; now, 
anew, I yield myself unreservedly 
to Thee to be for Thy glory and 
praise while I am left in this 
scene.” 

To any who are still strangers 
to the matchless grace of God re- 
vealed in Christ, oh, I beseech you, 
in lowliness of mind and with rev- 
erent mein draw near and see this 
great sight—the sinless Saviour 
bound to the altar for sinful men! 
Bow in penitence at His pierced 
feet and trust Him now as your 
very own Redeemer and confess 
Him as your Lord. 


My Redeemer! O what beauties, 
In that lovely name appear; 

None but Jesus in His glories 
Shall the honored title wear. 

My Redeemer! O, how sweet 
To call Thee mine!

What Do You Know?

Never before in the history of 
the world was life so uncertain as 
it is today, Even if one escaped all 
the forms of modern warfare of 
which we hear constantly, he may 
still be one of the 24,000 people in 
this country who annually have 
fatal falls, or one of the more than 
32,000 who are killed by motor 
vehicles, or the more than 471,000 
who die as suddenly with heart at- 
tacks, and be one of the 4,200 who 
for these and other civilian causes 
pass into eternity every average 
day. It is only common sense for 
us to ask ourselves, “Am I pre- 
pared for a sudden fatal catastro- 
phe if it should occur right now? 
What do I know that would make 
it possible for me, the real me, to 
survive triumphantly, no matter 
how disastrous the calamity?” 

Most of us have taken every pos- 
sible precaution from a material 
standpoint. We need but look at 
how much of the pay check goes 
for insurance against accidental in- 
jury, death, fire, floods, explosions, 
airplane and land vehicle crashes, 
tornadoes and earthquakes for us 
to realize that in most cases we 
have weighed these matters care- 
fully and have done what we could. 
3ut none of us are so blind as to 
suppose that any of this precau- 
tion will ward off our departure 
from this world for one single hour 
when our time comes. Then our 
hold on every earthly thing will be 
released forever, but we ourselves 
will still exist. What then? Are 
vou prepared for whatever may 
come and do you know how to pre- 


pare others? Suppose you had only 


five more minutes to live. What 
do you know? Is it hearsay, or is 
it your own God-given experience? 

On a big construction project 
some years ago a workman was 
buried, except for his head and 
one arm, beneath tons of gravel. 
No rescue was possible. He was 
conscious, but his life was faSt 
ebbing away. The men of the crew 
stood around aghast and helpless. 
The foreman told the victim that 


the end was near and asked if|- 


there was anything he could do for 
him. 

“Yes!” eried the poor fellow 
frantically. “Yes! I’m about to 
face Almighty God. Tell me what 


to do! What do you know, man, 
what do you know?” 

The foreman turned to. the 
crowd that had gathered and said, 
‘Who of you men are Christians? 
All my life I have thought I was 
one, but I never grasped it in 
terms of a situation like this. 
Quickly, somebody come forward 
and tell this departing soul what 
he needs to know.” 

Many of the men were weeping 
by now. One timidly said, “I could 
pray for him, I guess.” But the 
dying man cried, “Tell me, what 
do you know? What do you 
know?” 

The foreman shouted, “Tell him, 
somebody, or God have mercy on 
our souls!” 

Just then a colored youth dashed 
up from the edge of the crowd and 
with beaming face he said, ‘I can 


tell him all he needs to ‘Know, 
Boss!” 
“What do you know?’ de- 


manded the victim and the fore- 
man in unison. ‘““‘Lawsy, man,” was 
the eager reply, “I knows what it 
took to save my soul, and mine 
was black!” My friend, do you 
know what that black man knew? 

Hardened sinners and embar- 
rassed church members alike re- 
moved their caps as the colored 
man dropped on his knees beside 
the sufferer. Taking the one limp 
hand in both of his black ones, he 
began doing what any other man 
there would have given much to be 
able to do. 

“First,” said the youth, “if you 
has to go before I can tell you the 
rest, just keep remembering Jesus 
said, ‘Him that cometh to me, I 
will in no wise cast out.’ Do you 
get it?” | 

Suddenly the face that had been 
drawn with pain and terror took 
on a strange hue and then became 
radiant! The black man cried, “He 
is reaching out His arms that were 
stretched on the cross for you! 
Go into ’em, man!” 

“Jesus!” gasped the sinking man, 
“Jesus! ... O thank You, Jesus!” 


“And the angels echoed around the 
throne, 
‘Rejoice, for the Lord brings back 
. His own!” 
Oh, my friend, what do you 


know? What do you know? “Say- 
est thou this thing of thyself, or 
did others tell it thee of me?” 

The substance of the question 
that should be in each of our 
minds is, Am I ready to meet God? 
Will my anchor hold if and when 
the storm comes that will other- 
wise drive me helplessly out to 
sea? What kind of insurance do 
I have for life, riches and happi- 
ness a hundred, and a thousand, 
and a million years from now—for 
I am taking it soon or never. What 
kind of insurance am I “selling” 
to others for the days when gold 
and silver, stocks and bonds, auto- 
mobiles and television sets, electric 
kitchens and deep freezers, war- 
ranty deeds and swimming pools, 
mink coats and round-the-world 
flights will not be worth a penny a 
dozen? 

Little that we can do along ma- 
terial lines will count for anything, 
except aS we use it to buy treasure 
to lay up in Heaven. But it will be 
making a tremendous difference a 
hundred years from now what 
preparation we have made in the 
here and now for the eternity that 
each of us must spend somewhere. 
Where are you going to spend the 
next’ ten billion years, my friend, 
after your brief stay here? Where 
shall it be? God has left the 
choice entirely in your hands, and 
you are making it, whether you 
mean to or not. Is your passport 
genuine, or is it counterfeit? 


Well may each of us say with 
David in Psalms 39:4-7, “Lord, 
make me to know mine end, and 
the measure of my days, what it 
is; that I may know how frail I 
am. Behold, thou hast made my 
days as a handbreadth; and mine 
age is aS nothing before thee: veri- 
ly every man at his best state is 
altogether vanity ...walketh ina 
vain show: he heapeth up riches, 
and knoweth not who shall gather 
them.” Knowest thou these things 
—of thyself? 


II. What Must You Know? 


What is necessary to. make 
you acceptable to Almighty God? 
There is just one story in the Bible 
that to my mind illustrates the 
answer to that.question. No, it is 
not the parable of the prodigal son, 
nor the story of the rich young 
ruler, nor of the man born blind— 
as valuable as each of these is. 
We need all of them put together, 
but. the story I want to bring you 
has in it an essential point that is 
not apparent in the others. I wish 
I might present it to you with all 
the appeal, with all the pathos, 
with all the finality which I find in 
it. But I can only bring you the 
facts as they are given in II Sam- 
uel, the eighteenth chapter. 

It is a story of the great king 
David and his profligate, wicked 
son Absalom. And now, my friends,

I am going to ask you to let Da- 
vid represent God the Father to. 
you and to let Absalom picture 
Christ the Son. It is quite under- 
standable if even the unsaved are 
answering me and saying, “No! I 
can't do that. Absalom was a vile 
sinner, if there ever was one, and 
Christ was and is spotless. Don’t 
ask me to do such an irreverent 
thing, for I can’t!” 


Yes, Absalom was perhaps as 
vile a man as the Scriptures por- 
tray. He was guilty of murder, 
adultery, stealing, arson, sedition 
and treason. Nothing was too bad 
for him to do. But, my friend, I 
should like to burn into your con- 
sciousness the terrible fact that 
for your sake and mine, Jesus 
Christ, the spotless Son of God, 
took upon Himself the blame for 
every vile sin that Absalom ever 
committed. There He stands at 
Calvary voluntarily assuming not 
only Absalom’s sins, but Cain’s 
and Herod’s and those of Judas 
and Hitler and Mussolini and Stal- 
in and, what is more to the point, 
yours and mine. God laid’ on Him 
the iniquities of us all. For God 
so loved the world that He gave 
His only begotten Son to pay our 
death penalty and let us go free, 
if we would only ‘accept His re- 
demption. So Absalom represents 
Christ in our story, only he falls 
short in being not one billionth 
black and vile enough to play the 
part. We who are saved by Christ’s 
precious blood can only bow in 
humility and adoration at the aw- 
ful price He paid for our redemp- 
tion. How can anyone be indiffer- 
ent to it or reject it! 


Absalom had_= stolen David's 
throne and had compelled him to 
flee with his supporters to the 
east side of the Jordan. Absalom 
pursued him with the ‘army that 
he had gathered. David was placed 
in a walled city, where he sat and 
waited for news in the gate as the 
battle between their forces was 
raging. His last words to his men 
were for them to deal gently with 
his son Absalom. But justice can 
not be done that way. If the king- 
dom was to be saved, Absalom 
must be slain. So, when he, riding

swiftly through the wooded battle: 
field, caught his head in the fork 
of an oak tree, Joab, the com- 
manding general, ordered his exe- 
cution. 


Only a few people witnessed the 
slaying, and Joab looked about 
him for someone to send to the 
stricken father with the news. 
Presently Ahimaaz, the high 
priest's son and a favorite with 
David, came running to Joab and 
‘asked to be given the commission. 
Knowing that Ahimaaz had been 
nowhere near when Absalom died 
and therefore had no _ personal 
knowledge of what had happened, 
Joab refused him. Instead, he 
called a colored youth named 
Cushi and told him to go tell the 
king what he had seen and per- 
sonally knew>~~ 


Ahimaaz could hardly believe his 
ears. Here he, an heir of one of the 
kingdom’s first families and a per- 
sonal friend of the king, whom he 
had served in a trusted capacity 
several times, was set aside for a 
colored foreigner who had probab- 
ly not one qualification for the 
task—except of course that he 
had been there when Absalom 
hung from the tree. Stubbornly he 
turned to Joab again and insisted 
that he be sent to the king also. 
Then the general spoke these sig- 
nificant words: “Wherefore wilt 
thou run, my son, seeing that 
thou hast no tidings ready?” 

But Joab allowed Ahimaaz to go 
and, knowing a short cut to the 
city of which the colored foreigner 
was not aware, he arrived there 
first. David and the watchman on 
the wall saw him coming and rec- 
Ognized him. Said David, “He is a 
good man, and cometh with good 
tidings.” 

Oh, my friend, it is a terrible 
thing to disappoint God on the 
matter that is above all else most 
important to Him. What do you 
know individually and from your 
own experience about the death of 
His Son on Calvary’s tree? What 
dhas it done to you personally? Has 
that precious blood been spilt in 
Vain as far as you are concerned? 
If that is true, think how grieved 
and hurt it must cause God to feel 
-—-God the Father who gave His 
only begotten Son that you might 
be pardoned and live. Don’t ever 
expect to win the Father’s favor 
for one moment, if you are reject- 
ing His priceless gift to you. 

As Ahimaaz approached the 
city’s gate, he called to the king. 
With all the tact, psychology and 
courtesy of a man of his position 
he cried out to him. “All is well!” 
But David was not deceived. Was 
there ever a natural father who 
could be told that all was well 
When the child of his heart had 
been slain as the nation’s most no- 
torious criminal? Sternly David 
faced Ahimaaz and demanded, as 
God will one day demand of you 
What he personally knew about the 
death. of-his son. With unspeak- 
able pathos David insisted on 
knowing if his son were safe. But 
with far greater pathos God will 
require to know of you and me 
‘Whether Christ's death was a safe 
Investment as far as we are con- 
cerned. 

With all of Ahimaaz’s skill and 
diplomacy he could not forestall 
that question. Shorn of every pos- 
Sibility of evasion, he was com- 
-pelled to admit the naked truth. 
stammeringly he answered, “When 
Joab sent . . . me thy servant, I 
Saw a great tumult, but I knew 
not what it was.” “I knew not!” 
“I knew not!” My friend, what do 
you know that you must know to 
be acceptable to Almighty God? 

With a disappointment in his 
Voice that must have rung the 
heart of Ahimaaz, David com- 
manded him to turn aside—out of 
his way. In like manner will Jesus 
Himself one day say to those to 
whom His death on the tree has 
meant nothing personal, 
from me.” 


But then here came the colored 
man Cushi, without one single 
thing to recommend him except 
the bare fact that he was there 
when the king’s son hung on the 
tree and his knowledge of it—a 
personal experience. But he was 
welcomed by the king and his mes- 
sage satisfied him, while Ahimaaz 
stood by ignored. As we gaze on 


this scene; I can almost hear J esus 


saying, “Whether of them twain 
did the will of his father?” (Matt. 


|} seven things that those who have 


*! John 5:10). He that believeth not

21:31) And surely none of us will 
wonder why He added that the 
publicans and the harlots would 
go into the kingdom of God be- 
fore the counterfeiting church 
members to whom He was talking, 
for each must know Him. 


III. How May You Know? 


Let us get the answer to this 
question straight from the lips of 
those whom the Holy Spirit com- 
missioned to tell us. We can not 
afford to get any man-made theo- 
ries mixed up with our thinking on 
these matters. Suppose we call in 
the Apostles John and Paul. Let 
them tell us what they positively 
know, that we must know, and 
low they know it. 


Brother John, you are the disci- 
ple whom Jesus loved- especially. 
You wrote five books of the New 
Testament. You always wrote in 
words of one and two syllables, so 
even the children will understand 
your language. Will you please 
tell us, as the Holy Spirit told 
you, what a true Christian. may 
know? What knowledge comes to 
him with accepting Christ’s death 
for his redemption? 

John: “My beloved, as I wrote 
you in my first epistle, there are 


accepted Christ as their Lord and 
Saviour may know positively. They 
are: 

“1. We know that we know Him. 

“2. We know that we have 
passed from death unto life.” 

“3. We know God loves us. 

“4. We know He abides in us. 

“5S. We know we dwell in Him. 

“6. We know we believe on the 
Son. 

“7. We know 
life.” 

Yes, Brother John. And now will 
you please tell us how we may 
know these things? 

John: “Certainly. The Holy 
Spirit has freely told us all these 
things clearly: 

“1. We know that we know Him, 
if we keep His commandments. 
(I John 2:3). 

“2. We know that we have 
passed from death unto life, be- 
cause we love the brethren. One 
who doesn’t love his. brother re- 
mains in death. And he that hates 
his brother is a murderer (I John 
3:14). 

“3. We know God loves us, for 
He laid down His life for us (1 
John 3:16). 

“4, We know that He abides in 
us, by the Spirit which He gives us 
(I John 3:24). 

“5. We know we dwell in Him, 
because He has given us of His 
Spirit (I John 4:13). 

“6, And now, quite rightly, you 
want to know how you may be 
sure that you believe on Jesus 
Christ. And this is the answer: ‘He 
that believeth on the Son of God 
hath the witness in himself’ (1 


we have eternal 


the record that God gave of His 
Son*hath made God a liar. 

“7 Finally, we know we have 
eternal life: ‘For, he that hath the 
Son hath life; and he that hath 
not the Son hath not life.’.”’ 

Thank you, Brother John. Bro- 
ther Paul, will you make your 
contribution, to this discussion? 
What do you know? What must 
you know? How do you know? 

Paul: “Gladly. I determined not 
to know any thing among you, 
save Jesus Christ and him cruci- 
fied” (I Cor. 2:2). “I know nothing 
by myself ” (I Cor. 4:4). But “as 
many as are led by the Spirit of 
God, they are the sons of God” 
(Rom. 8:14). 


“But there are wonderful things 
that you may know, which ac- 
company that one thing that you 
must know. I know Him whom I 
have believed. That is the ‘must’. 
But as the result of that, I am 
persuaded that He is able to keep 
that which I have committed to 
Him against anything and every- 
thing that can possibly come ‘to 
me, even the judgment. For, There 
is therefore now no condemnation 
to them which are in Christ Jesus, 
who walk not after the flesh, but 
after the spirit (Rom. 8:1). Be- 
lieve me, I know! Henceforth 
there is laid up for me a crown of 
righteousness, which the Lord, the 
righteous judge, shall give me at 
that day: and not to me only, but 
unto all them also that love his ap- 
pearing” (II Tim. 4:8). 


is no question about what your 
answer would be if Christ should 
ask you, “Sayest thou this thing 
of thyself, or did others tell it 
thee of me?” May every one of us 
have the blessed experience that 
will make us equally positive. 


And now, friends, let us not try 
to change God’s plan of salvation; 
for it cannot be done, it should not 
be done, and no one in his right 
sefses would want to do it if he 
fully realized the answer to our 
next and last question. 


IV. Why Should You Know? 


After all that has been said, 
the first two reasons for know- 
ing and personally accepting God's 
plan of salvation are so obvious 
that we need only mention them. 


1. You Owe It to Yourself 


No matter what else Hell is, of 
one thing we may be sure: it is 
separation from God and from 
every person and everything that 
is good. Would any person in his 
right mind choose Hell, particular- 
ly when God offers to make him 
free from sin and spotless in His 
sight? Would any intelligent per- 
son deliberately choose to be 
haunted by his own burning and 
accusing conscience incessantly, 
mercilessly, unanswerably through 
all eternity? Can you not hear 
yourself crying out to God with 
Cain, when he was only made a 
fugitive on the earth, “from thy 
face shall I be hid.” ‘My punish- 
ment is greater than I can bear!” 
Surely you do not mean to choose 
that! 


2. You Owe It to God 


He gave His only begotten Son 
for your salvation. Can you not 
hear God exclaiming, as did David 
during the interminable hours of 
his soul’s anguish over Absalom’s 
death, “O my son Absalom, my 
son, my son Absalom! would God I 
had died for thee, O Absalom, my 
son, my son!” (II Sam. 18:33). 
How unfeeling, hardened, ungrate- 
ful and inhuman one would have 
to be to ignore his obligation to 
God, who gave His Son, and to 
Christ, who gave His life for him. 


8. You Owe It to Others 


As important as your own fu- 
ture welfare and your present 
peace of mind should be to you, 
and as dastardly a thing as it 
would be to reject the priceless 
salvation which God has made 
possible for us at so great a cost, 
surely this third reason why you 
should be saved yourself far out- 
weighs the others. It frightens me 
when I stop to think that there 
may be those who will leave this 
meeting unsaved. As far as they 
are individually concerned it is bad 
enough, but their own damnation 
may not be the millionth part of it. 
Are you saying, “Well, at least if 
my life amounts to nothing and 
even if I am lost, it is only my 
funeral’? Yes, my unsaved friend, 
it scares me to know that you are 
so blinded by Satan as that. I am 
going to give you just one illustra- 
tion from dozens that one might 
give, and then I close. 

Away back yonder it may have 
been a godly mother who taught 
a certain boy to love Jesus Christ. 
That boy became a teacher in the 
Sunday School later and_= led 
Dwight L. Moody, a shoe clerk, 
to the Lord. Now, lest anyone 
should feel that he has no such 
ability as D. L. Moody showed, I 
am going to ask you to ignore the 
fact that he led hundreds of thou- 
sands to Christ during his life- 
time. Instead, I want to tell you 
about just one of his converts. 


One day some eighty years ago 
a rich retired planter, on his way 
home from the Irish races, missed 
the boat that was to take him 
across the English Channel. He 
was compelled to spend the night 
in Dublin. Seeking some means of 
passing the time, he entered a 
theater where Moody and Sankey 
were holding meetings. Of course 
the planter supposed they were a 
vaudeville team, but he was due 
for a great surprise. And the sing- 
ing and preaching so captivated 
him that he stayed over several 
days and was converted. 

Now this new convert may have 
led many others to Christ. I do 
not know. But again I want you 
to ignore all but one. He had a rich 
retired planter friend named Ed- 
ward Studd, who listened to his 
story and gave himself also into 
the keeping and the service of the 
Man of Galilee. Mr. Edward Studd 
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heart, to see what the Bible has 
to say. I believe Christians ought 
to know how to live with their 
own bodies. And I repeat that ‘‘ex- 
perimental marriage” is not the 
answer to the problem of this 
age. I counsel with one thousand 
young people almost every month 
of my life, intimately. I preach 
to some one million Americans 


again let us ignore all of them 
but one—his son, C. T. Studd, the 
noted cricket player. 


Cc. T. Studd went all out for 
Christ as he had previously gone 
all out for cricket, with all his 
heart, mind and strength. He be- 
came known the world over as a 
dynamic witness for Christ. He 
founded the World-Wide Evan- 
gelization Crusade, through which 
untold numbers have eventually 
heard the Gospel. When his father 
died, he inherited $100,000 from his 
estate. C. T. Studd read the story 
of Christ and the rich young ruler 
and determined that the love of 
money should never stand between 
him and his blessed Lord, so he 
gave away his fortune. 
Ah, that little mother who gave 
herself to Christ away back in 
the beginning of this story—if it 
was the boy’s mother never 
dreamed what a: snowball of price- 
less gems she had started rolling 
toward Heaven! God was giving 
the increase as no human power 
has been able to estimate. C. T. 
Studd gave one fourth of his for- 
tune to D. L. Moody and with it 
Moody started the Moody Bible 
Institute. Today countless millions 
in Heaven and on earth owe their 
eternal redemption to that fact. 
Just think what a tragedy it 
would have been if anyone of those 
links in that chain of witnesses 
had failed to do his part! If one 
had been so blind as to say, “Why 
should I become a Christian? It is 
only my funeral if I am lost!” How 
he would have _ hated himself 
through all eternity—and how 


hated him—for permitting them to 
be lost, when he learned the truth! 
My friend, your life can be just 
a passing episode, devoted to 
practically no one but your own 
self-centered self. Or it can be 
so dedicated to, and enriched by 
Jesus Christ, that you will walk 
with Him in white, reign with 
Him in glory, and, because of those 
who have found Him through you, 
you will shine as the brightness of 
the firmament and as the stars for 
ever and ever! Which shall it be? 
Were YOU there when they cru- 
cified my Lord? 


Were you THERE when 
nailed Him to the tree? 
O-o-oh! Sometimes it causes me to 
tremble, tremble, tremble!

those untold millions would have}. 
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each year, in these amazing years 
of great evangelistic endeavor. Not 
because I am worthy, but because 
God wants somebody to help these 
hearts. I am allowed the privilege 
of ministering to their broken lives, 
A young woman came to me last 
night to say, “What you preached 
here tonight is exactly. what I had 
to learn, and I had to finally 
realize that the medical men didn’t 
have an answer for my heart need. 
Christ alone, conversion alone, the 
Gospel alone, had an answer for 
my heart, and that there was 
wonderful healing and strength in 
the walk of God.” 


Now, a word about the Kinsey 
Report: 


I regret the release of the Kin- 
sey Report, if it should lower 
the standards of our generation, 
and I am afraid it might. I re- 
gret the Kinsey release if it con- 
tributes to faithless marriages, 
and I am afraid that when some 
people read it they’re going to say, 
“Tf that’s the case, then why 
should I be so_ scrupulous?” 
I regret the publicity given Dr. 
Kinsey if his books should create 
an attitude of “everyone does it, 
so what’s the use?” Our high 
schools are literally shot-through 
with that philosophy: “Why can’t 
we live the way we want to?” 
“Everybody else does.” Our boys 
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“and our girls in their own homes 


are trying to humiliate their par- 
ents by saying, “But Dad, every- 
body does it’’; “Mother, everybody 
does it.” And if the Kinsey Report 
should lay upon our nation the 
notion that all people are living 
an immoral life, then it is going 
to damage us. I disagree with Dr. 
Kinsey, if, in his books, he infers 
or concludes, that the moral stand- 
ards of God cannot be met. He 
is not a theologian. When he 
examines the report of less than 
six-thousand Americans (an aver- 


age nightly Revival Crusade 
crowd) he arrives at : certain 
limited conclusions, statistically 


right in the scientific sphere of 
biology—but surely not presumed 
to contribute to the moral con- 
clusions of American hearts and 
lives. 

On the other hand, I agree with 
Dr. Kinsey when he says this: 
“The only real important factor 
in determining women’s behavior 
seems to be religion.” I’m glad 
he got that in. He reported that 
on matters considered immoral, 
the devoutly religious score much 
lower in immorality than the mod- 
erately religious. And the moder- 
ately religious score much lower 
than those women who have no 
religious connections whatsoever. 
In other words, a woman who is 
a devout, religious woman is a 
moral woman. A woman who just 
goes to church is less moral, and 
a woman who has no church af- 
filiation has a lower moral stand- 
ard in her life. I suppose it could 
be true that the same holds with 
the men. Closer to God—less 
moral problems. Further from God 
—more moral problems. 


Now, enough of that! Let’s get 
down to a Book that I do agree 
with all the way through. 

Now here’s what God has to 
say. The Bible has the whole sex 
plan laid out for us. I’m not going 
to embarrass anybody. The most 
cultured woman here need not be 
embarrassed. 


There is nothing wrong with the 
human body. God made it. Here 
is what God said: 

“And the Lord God caused a 
deep sleep to fall upon Adam, and 
he slept: and he took one of his 
ribs, and closed up the flesh in- 
stead thereof; And the rib, which 
the Lord God had taken from man, 
made he a woman, and brought 
her unto the man. And Adam said, 
This is now bone of my bones, 
and flesh of my flesh: she shall 
be called Woman, because she was 
taken out of Man. Therefore shall 
a man leave his father and his 
mother, and shall cleave unto his 
wife: and they shalk be one flesh. 
And they were both naked, the 
man and his wife, and were not 
ashamed.’’—Gen. 2:21-25. 

Only since sin and disobedience 
have come has there been any 
shame of the human body. And 
God said, “Be fruitful, and- mul- 
tiply, and replenish the earth” 
(Gen. 9:1). 

Here is what the Bible says— 
“Therefore shall a man leave his 
father and his mother, and shall 
cleave unto his wife and they shall 
be one flesh.” I think when a 
young couple gets married, they 
ought to leave everybody and 
start out alone together without 
anybody giving them advice. You 
say, “I’m her mother, and I’m go- 
ing to tell her.” You should have 
told her before. When she is mar- 
ried, you are done with your ad- 
vice. Let her go and leave her 
alone for awhile. When your son 
marries that girl, let him alone. 
If you didn’t get your “licks” in 
before he got married, it’s too late 
now. They should marry and leave 
father and mother and start out 
alone together. You say, “I’ve got 
money andI can help’ them.” 
Money or no money, let them 
struggle awhile. The best thing 
in the world for kids is to struggle 
and have to fight for a living! Let 
them alone; let them work. You 
say, “But she’s my little girl. 
She’s the only girl I ever had. 

itid he took her away.” That isn’t 

hat you said at the wedding. 
You said, “I didn’t lose a daughter 
but I got a son.” Well, all right 
then, let them alone. Let them 
go. Just pray for them. 

You say, “Merv, you are hard- 
hearted.” No, I’m not. When a 
boy and a girl come to the age 
of maturity and they are old 


enough to be married and they 


are decent enough to love each 
other, then let them build their 
own home. Well, you say, “Can't 
I even visit them? I’m _ their 
mother.” Yes, visit them, but 
pack a small bag! I think a lot of 
homes would stand if you would 
quit ‘“babying” your’ children. 
Young couples don’t need to be 
‘“‘mothered.” They need to get a- 
long together and get down on 
their knees and pray through their 
troubles and pray that God will 
keep them and bless them. 


Surely, I think a mother ought 
to give a girl all the advice she 
can from the time she is two years 
old until she is 21 or 25 or 29— 
whenever she gets married. If she 
is at home, talk to her, help her, 
love her. But then, if you haven't 
gotten her ready by the marriage 
date, just get on your knees and 
pray about it and keep your mouth 
shut, even if the boy isn’t “worthy 
of her.” Instead of complicating 
matters and ruining a marriage 
that may survive, get down and 
talk to God and pray that He will 
keep them, by His grace. 

‘Now I know how ignorant they 
look, and I know how green they 
are. Sometimes when I see ‘kids’’ 
getting married, I say, “Lord, 
have mercy! They'll never make 
it.” But I don’t say anything to 
them, because God will take care 
of them, just like He took care of 
me when I was “green” and ig- 
norant. Some of your mothers-in- 


law were “greener” than the 
daughters-in-law, and you _ sSsur- 
vived. Now, please love them, 


write to them, don’t fuss at them. 
Don't advise them too much. 
Don’t give them any money. I 
think we are giving our young- 
sters too much money. And in- 
stead of putting your children 
through college, let them work 
part of the way. My wise insur- 
ance man said, ‘‘Merv, I wouldn’t 
buy college insurance for my boy 
if I had to. Let him work a little 
bit; it will make a man out of 
him.” 

A lot of boys are washing out 
of the armed forces because they 
weren't ready for responsibility. 
They have been babied all along, 
and when it comes time for marri- 
age or the army, they are no good 
at all. One mother even sent her 
boy an egg sandwich by mail to 
Korea and wrote: “Dear Sergeant: 
“My boy loves egg sandwiches. 


‘Please see that he gets this for a 


bedtime snack.” 


Imagine, the sergeant! Well, it 
is a funny world. But you can’t 
change mothers. No matter what 
I say, they are going to do the 
same thing. So youngsters, have 
patience with her, will you? And 
maybe when she gets twenty years 
older, she will be as intelligent 
as you are. 

Now, before you get married let 
us recommend caution. I don’t 
think a Catholic girl ought to 
marry a Protestant boy. If I were 
a Roman Catholic priest, I would 
never advise any of my Catholic 
parishioners to marry Protestants, 
because it means .-trouble ahead. 
As a Protestant pastor, I would 
never advise a Protestant girl to 
marry a Catholic boy. You say, 
“But Merv, we did, and we get 
along fine.” You are a rare ex- 
ception. Sometimes, I don’t think 
it is good for a Methodist to marry 
a Baptist. I mean that. She says, 
“You told me you would go to 
my church.” He says, “Nothing 
doing, I didn’t tell you anything 
of the kind. I’ve been a Baptist 
all my life, and I’m going to be a 
Baptist. You either be a Baptist, 
or go to the Methodist church 
alone.” 

You say, “Merv, it won’t work 
that way in my house.” I sin- 
cerely pray that you are right. 
Sometimes a Methodist and a 
Baptist can marry, and success- 
fully do so. They are both be- 
lievers in Christ, pray together, 
decide which church to go to, but 
I wouldn’t recommend one go 
here and the other go there. I 
recommend the» get that settled 
and make sure where they will go. 

Now if a Catholic marries a 
Protestant, and suppose they both 
go to a Protestant church, there 
is still going to be trouble. I’m 
not trying to be unkind to Cath- 
Olics. I’m a Protestant and I’m not 
ashamed of my Protestant faith, 
because I have a direct contact 


with Almighty God. You can’t win 
people by hurting them. But if a 


Catholic and a Protestant marry, 
then, when the children come a- 
long, which church are they going 
to go to? Grandparents on this 
side say, “They’re going to go to 
my church and to a _ parochial 
school.” The others on this side, 
“They are never going to go to a 
parochial school.” Then trouble 
comes and the whole family splits. 
I think we ought to be careful 
about our marriages. Marry some- 
body who believes like you believe. 
Well, you say, “Merv, he is such a 
beautiful boy and his eyes are 
liquid: brown. I know he would be 
a good Christian if I could ever 
get him to church.” Listen, some 
boys will go to church just until 
you get married, and the week 
after you would be surprised how 
they change. Make sure he is 
soundly converted, then together 
pray your way through that mar- 
riage with the grace of God. 

I think before you marry that 
girl you ought to look at-her 
mother. I think before you marry 
that boy, you ought to take a look 
at his father. If his father is mean 
and stodgy and grumpy and 
crabby, watch out! He’s going to 
be that way twenty years from 
now. And if the mother is ner- 
vous and unkind and irritable, 
hard to live with—be careful. And 
I recommend that instead of just 
looking at this gal in the moon- 
light, go over some morning about 
6:45 and have breakfast with the 
family. Don’t tell her you are com- 
ing; just drop in on them. You 
are going to live with her the rest 
of your life—take a look at her 
at 6:45 in the morning. You will 
know what she will look like with 
all those doo-dads sticking up 
everywhere! Brother, if you can 
love her then, you’re in love! And 
if you love her then, marry the 
girl, if she knows the Lord Jesus 
Christ. Be sure you think ahead. 
I find so many youngsters saying, 
“T’'ve just known him a week or 
so, but he’s such a wonderful boy, 
and I’m going to marry him. I’ve 
never seen anything like him be- 
fore in my life.” Be mighty care- 
ful, because it’s a long, long time 
ahead. 


When you are once married, 
that ought to be it. I don’t think 
you ought to plan on a half dozen 
experimental marriages. You 
ought to decide—is this it forever? 
If it isn’t, don’t start. 


Now, the Bible gives us God’s 
plan for procreation. Let me say 
—there is nothing immoral about 
the marital plan God laid out. 
There is nothing immoral about 
the relationship of a husband and 
a wife, and the birth of children. 
Yet we have a great number of 
people who seem to think that 
anything that has to do with a 
marriage plan, anything that has 
to do with procreation, must be 
vulgar. Not so. 

We must teach our children 
that the marriage plan is one of 
God’s beautiful arrangements. 
God’s plan for the marriage of a 
man and a woman may be one of 
the most perfect Bible types of 
Christ and the church. “The hus- 
band is the head of the wife even 
as Christ is the head of the 
church.” And there is a symbolism 
in marriage which is a beautiful 
and perfect and wonderful thing. 
Don’t destroy faith in marriage, 
even though you may have read 
sO many “shabby” things about 
sex. ; 

In the study of the Bible, God 
Jays down certain’ warnings 
against sexual looseness. Proverbs 
7:1 Says: 

“My son, keep my word, and 
lay up my commandments with 
thee.” 

Then begin with verse 7: 


“And behold among the simple 
ones, I discerned among the 
youths, a young man void of un- 
derstanding, Passing through the 
street near her corner; and he 
went the way of her house [This 


a scarlet-hearted woman]; In the 


black and dark night: And behold, 
there met him a woman with the 
attire of an harlot, and subtil of 
heart. (She is loud and stubborn; 
her feet abide not in her house: 
Now is she without, now in the 
streets, and lieth in wait at every 
corner.) So she caught him and 
kissed him, and with an impudent 
face said_unto him, I have peace- 
offerings with me; this day have 
I payed my vows. Therefore came 
I forth to meet thee, diligently to 
seek thy face, and I have found

I have perfumed my bed with 
myrrh, aloes, and cinnamon. Come, 
let us take our fill of love until 
the morning: let us solace our- 
selves with loves. For the good- 
man is not at home, he is gone 
a long journey: He hath taken a 
bag of money with him, and will 
come home at the day appointed” 
[It describes one more of the 
great tragedies of our day]. With 
her much fair speech she caused 
him to yield, with the flattering 
of her lips she forced him. He 
goeth after her straightway, as an 
ox goeth to the slaughter, or as a 
fool to the correction of the 
stocks; Till a dart strike through 
his liver; as a bird hasteth to the 
snare, and knoweth not that it 
is for his life. Hearken unto me 
now, therefore, O ye children, and 
attend to the words of my mouth.” 
—Prov. 7:7-24. 

I told you a few minutes ago 
that the marriage plan is perfectly 
proper. The arrangement God has 
for procreation is perfectly clean. 
It is the other side of the picture 
—the moral looseness of a home-— 
that doesn’t have a standard of 
righteousness and cleaness. And 
this story goes on: 

“Let not thine heart decline to 
her ways, go not astray in her 
paths. For she hath cast down 


‘many wounded: yea, many strong 


men have been lain by her.” 
Listen to this last verse: 
“Her house is the way to hell, 
going down Ab the chambers of 
death.” 


The greatest tragedy in America 
right now is the overwhelming 
moral looseness that ruined 
Greece, wrecked Rome, and de- 
stroyed the cities of Babylon in 
the height of the glory of the 
great nations of yesterday. Too 
great a percentage of America’s 


} manpower, when it goes into the 


armed forces is found to be ven; 
ereally diseased. Many, many 0 
our men will never march in the 
army because of the dirty life of 
immorality. And the boys who go 
in clean, sometimes come out dirty 
and defiled. And when they return 
to the ones whom they love with 
all their hearts, the tragedy of 
more disease and difficulty. 

I think we ought to openly deal 
with the “prostitute problem.” I 
think we as God’s people ought to 
recognize it as a menace. You - 
say, “But not our house, my boy 
wouldn’t...’’ Don’t you believe it! 
Every American home ought to 
lay out moral standards of God's 
own righteousness and victory, SO - 
that when a boy marches away he 
will know why -he ought to live 
right. And when he comes home, 
he will know that God did keep. 
him. It is perfectly possible for 
a boy to go to the army and spend 
thirty-seven months over there 
and come back absolutely clean. 
We get an idea that just because a 
boy puts on khaki, he is a foul, im- 
moral boy. That’s a lie! When he 
walks through the streets, instead 
of smirking at him and saying, “TI 
wonder what he’s looking for,” 
why don’t you lead him to your 
church and believe in him? It is 
absolutely possible that if we, as 
God’s people, taught our young 
men as well as our young women 
the moral standards of God, they 
could go away and come back as 
clean as the underside of an 
angel’s wing. 

A great crowd of prudes are 
standing off to the side holding 
their Bibles in their own. self- 
righteous hands and letting this 
generation go to Hell. When the 
boys in the last war marched off 
to the army, we gave them a 
doughnut, a cup of coffee, and an 
old beat up tract, and a “God 
bless you, boys. Hope you’ll come

I feel that you friends who

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back.” We seldom gave them any- 
thing to stand on. And the reason 
they are going to Hell, and paying 
the “price and the penalty” of the 
prostitute is because we in the 
ehurch never explained the victor- 
. jous living that only Christ can 
give. I ‘‘carry a brief’’ for my gen- 
eration. They. haven’t had a 
chance. We are living in an age of 
the flesh without the power of the 
Spirit. 

The Bible says it is possible to 
live a holy life. First Corinthians 
6:12: “All things are lawful-unto 
me, but all things are not exped- 
ient: all things are lawful for me, 
but I will not be brought under 
the power of any.” Then I read 
further on in the chapter, ‘‘What? 
Know ye not that your body is 
the temple of the Holy Ghost 
which is in you, which ye have of 
God, and ye are not your own? 
For ye are bought with a price: 
therefore glorify God in your body, 
and in your spirit, which are 
God’s” (I Cor. 6:19, 20). 

The body is not outside the pale 
of the preaching of the Gospel. 
The body is the temple of the 
Holy Spirit. The body is' the 
mobile unit of the Spirit of God. 
The body is the servant of Jesus 
Christ. The body is the dwelling 
place of God Himself! God lives in 
a Christian’s body, that he may 
have victory even over his own 
body. Yet we seldom teach any- 
body that! We talk about the love 
of God. We talk about prayer. We 
talk about church loyalty. But, 
how often do we talk to our 
young people and say, “Listen, 
your body is the dwelling place of 
God. You ought to be absolutely 
clean’? 

Theres only one decision to 
make. Keep yourself strong and 
clean. If you would do it for a 
football squad, you ought to do it 
for Jesus Christ. And I'll tell you 
something, fellows, if you are 
heading for overseas—if you would 
do it for a football team, don’t 
you think you ought to do it for 
that pure and beautiful little girl 
you have married? Even if you 
haven’t married her, don’t you 
think you ought to do it for her 
sake? Someday she shall be yours. 
The finest gift you can present 
her is a clean and disease-free 
body. I think we Americans owe 
it to ourselves to learn that our 
bodies are the temples of the Holy 
Ghost. God lives within, and we 
ought to live a healthful life, as 
God would have us live it. 

Let’s get on another phase of 
the subject. God made you and 
He knows what ‘‘makes you tick.” 

Now I want to get to the issue 
at hand very quickly because this 
is where we really get down to the 
facts. 1. God has a clean plan, as 
I told you, for sex, for the family, 
for marriage. 2. God has, unques- 
tionably an answer for the whole 
nation and for the world, how to 
live with our bodies. 3.. God has 
pronounced judgment against sex- 
ual looseness. 

Ten thousand girls lose their 
lives yearly at the hands of abor- 
tionists! One hundred thousand 
girls went into ‘‘white slavery” 
this year! One woman said to me, 
“Mr. Rosell, would you pray for 
my little fifteen-year-old girl. She 
went down to a hotel to get a job. 
She answered an ad. We haven't 
been able to find her since and 
that has been days and days ago.” 

“I said, “Mother, surely I’ll pray, 
but you should have prayed with 
her before she ever got that old, 
-and warned .her about’ those 
things.” 

I don’t know why we’re so silent 
about ‘sex advice! If you won’t go 
to a preacher, go to a doctor and 
talk to him. Sit down with him 
and say, “Doctor, here’s my Ssix- 
teen-year-old daughter. Now, if 
I've missed anything, you talk to 
her.” Mother, father, if you won't 
go to.a doctor, go to some advisor, 
- some family friend, somebody 
whom you respect, and sit down 
and talk it over, instead of hav- 
ing your beautiful little, naive 
sweetheart walk out of your house 
and into a dirty smoke-filled 
room! The time to pray is before 
they get. in that hotel room. That 
One mother’s girl has never yet 
been found. There’s nothing in the 
world I can do. I can pray, surely, 
. and God can follow her, surely. 
But when the tragedy breaks and 
that poor little pregnant thing 
finds out she has nowhere to go,

she’s not going back home except 
in a terrible emergency. You Say, 
“Preacher, do you. know what 
you're talking about?” I know 
what I’m talking about! I was 
preaching in Moline, Ilinois, when 
a little girl came to accept Jesus 
Christ. She was fourteen years old, 
dirtiest, homeliest little thing I 
ever saw. The woman came to me 
and said, ‘This girl’s got to have 
help. She's expecting a baby,” 

I said, “What, fourteen!” This 
little girl with the dirty, smudgy 
face needed help. I said. “Now 
who's the father, honey? We want 
to get with the boy and with 
your father and mother and see 
if we can't help you. If you're 
going to have a baby, as Christians 
we ought to do something about 
|g 

“Oh,” she said, “Mr. Rosell, I 
couldn’t guess which one might be 
the father.” 


We took her home and_ her 
mother was too drunk to under- 
stand what the trouble was! Her 
father couldn’t be found. We got 
her in the Salvation Army Hos- 
pital so that the doctors could 
save her life at the birth of that 
baby. You know what she said to 
me with tears running down her 
cheeks? “Mr. Rosell, I think I’m 
the happiest girl in the whole wide 
world, Jesus saved me from my 
sin. Nobody ever before told me 
about Jesus loving me.” Poor little 
tiny wretch, saved by the grace 
of God. Don’t you—you people 
living in mansions on the _ hill— 
say that this sermon isn’t needed! 
I know what I’m talking about. 
You say, “Why do kids do that? 
Why do boys and girls get in 
trouble?’”’ I think we ought to 
analyze them instead of criticizing 
them. 

Some of you have made it so 
tough for young people in your 
church that you have eliminated 
them. And they won’t be there. 
We harp, “Oh, we can’t have them 
around. Making noise all the time 
—shouting and running across the 
church.” Better to let them run 
and shout a little bit and keep 
them in church, than to put them 
out. You say, “Why do youngsters 
always have to make noise?” 
There are certain ‘‘drives,’’ certain 
‘urges,’ within a- teenager— 
they have just got to—they will 
“explode” unless it comes out. And 
if they yell a little—let them yell. 
God bless them; we’re going to 
have a Tuesday night meeting just 
for them; we’re going to let all 
the old folks stay home, and—let 
them yell in the basement of the 
church. Then make them sing 
choruses until they drop. Get it 


out of their system before Sunday 


morning again. 

They say if you want to “stay 
young” live with the young 
people. If you want to “die young”’ 
try to keep up with them. They 
have an “urge” for activity! Have 
you ever talked to a teenager? 
Nothing is ever normal. Either 
it’s “real crazy,” excitingly, dra- 
matically wonderful, or it’s awful, 
it’s tr-r-r-agic!!! I know! I have 
two of them at my house. I got 
a five-page letter from my sixteen 
year old girl yesterday and 
four pages were ‘about “that new 
boy,” one page about me—and I 
pay the bills! If she keeps writing 
like that, he’s going to be paying 
the bills. 

Excited! Young people are that 
way and they’ve got to be that 
way. And when they start growing 
up, they’re going to be that way. 
They have an urge for activity and 
they move, move, move! The 
church ought to learn that and do 
something about it; not square- 
dancing, but exciting youth rallies 


with time for problem-smashing}.. 


answers to their many questions. 

Some of you say, “Why is it 
that everytime young people get 
together they have to eat all the 
time?” They come to my house, 
too. The whole Sunday School 
class comes home with the girl. 
The whole gang comes home with 
the big boy! Then all the “neigh- 


bor kids” come home with the 


little fellow. You should see them! 
But I’m glad to have them there. 
I'll tell you why: I would rather 
have the kids cluttering up our 
home than drifting into some tav- 
ern. I want them in my home. And 
if some of you people are so 
choice about your living room fur- 
niture that the kids can’t come 
in, then you just go on loving that 


little old sofa, and watch your 
youngsters go to Hell... because, 
that is exactly what they will do. 
Let them spill a little buttermilk 
on the rug. I know you can hardly 
get it out. But Jet them spill it 
if they have to. Better that they 
should want to be in your home 
than on the outside parking some 
place (in sin and trouble) or going 
to some kind of dive. 

Do you know why. youngsters 
eat all the time? Ill tell you. 
They are hungry!! Now nobody 


in the world has to get embar- 
rassed when we talk about the 
“urge” of hunger. There is an 
“urge” to activity. There is an 
“urge” to hunger. The _ third 
“urge” we call the “sex urge.” 


And before they are hardly grown, 
suddenly their ‘desires’ are evi- 
dent. You say, “That’s an awful 
thing. We should warn them about 
it.’ Do more than warn them. 
Teach them what God can do to 
begin to curb and control that 
“drive” ...what God can do to 
lead that boy or that girl to the 
one that they should have... how 
God can keep them clean and right 
and chaste until that wondrous 
hour of the wedding...how God 
can bless their home and care for 
them. 3 : 


Sex is not sin in marriage. But 
pre-marital sex experimentation is 
the tragedy. that brings Hell to 
the home and heartaches to dads 
and mothers. When a mother talks 
to her young daughter and Says, 
“You've got to be in by eleven,” 
that mother sits and waits and 
watches and wonders. The girl 
thinks she’s crazy, “Why, Mother, 
the other kids stay out.’til two in 
the morning.” 


We have had a rule of eleven 
o'clock at our house. I don’t know 
what you think of that and I 
don’t care. If I want my children 
in at eleven o'clock, it’s eleven 
o'clock. And my children give me 
the same ‘‘business”’ as yours do— 
“But, Daddy, all the other kids 
can. stay out ’til twelve or one.” 

My answer: “They just don’t 
happen to be mine. You’re mine 
and you're, going to be here at 
eleven o'clock, or phone to let me 
know where you are.” I’m going 
to know where my children are, 
and if they have to stay out until 
twelve o’clock before they can get 
a ride home from that church 
meeting, I’m going to know why. 
There is a telephone right there. 
They can let me know. If I’m not 
home, “Vi” is going to know. I 
have a wonderful wife, who knows 
where they are and how to firmly 
but lovingly handle them. There 
would be a lot less tragedy, if 
parents knew where they are at 
all times. 


A police chief said to me, “Merv, 
couldn’t you somehow instruct 
Christian parents to know where 
their young ones are?” Even if 
you allow them out until one, 
know where they are at one 
o’clock. And when they stay over- 
night with ‘“pals’’—be sure they 
are actually there. Call the folks; 
they will be tickled to death to 
know you care. You say, “Merv, 
I don’t know whether I would go 
that far.” I think my children are 
that valuable that it is my busi- 
ness to know. And I think you 
parents will agree with me. You 
need not be outwitted by a little 
sixteen-year-old rascal! 


Let me tell you “kids’’—the 
more your folks love you, the more 
careful they will be about you. It 
is the poor old drunken father or 
the two-timing mother who doesn’t 
care where you go. If you have 
Christian parents, just thank God! 
If you get in trouble, they will 
be there to help you. If you get 
in a “jam,” fellows and girls, talk 
to your own folks first—right now! 
Don’t try to fix it. Talk to them 
now. You say, “But Mother won't 
”” Yes, she will. “But my Dad 
will blow his...’ No, he won't. 
Talk to your folks now. Don’t 
beat it out of town with a little 
suitcase. Talk to your folks. They 
understand. And if your folks don’t 
understand, talk to your pastor. 
Call the pastor you believe in! 
It’s a miracle how things can be 
arranged, if somebody loves you. 
God has a way of taking care of 
His own. You say, ‘Do you think 
Christian young people are getting 
into moral trouble?” There’s no 
question in my mind at all,.. they 
have problems too! 

In one city in the Midwest, 
two boys from one good church 
had to hurriedly marry two girls 
from another church, Both good 


I trust you will never have to try 
to arrange a couple of weddings 
like that on the spur of the mo- 
ment. All the castles of dreams 
come tumbling down. I don’t like 
to see it happen. It hurts not only 
you but it hurts everybody you 
love. : ; 

You Say, “Preacher, don’t you 
think almost everybody has-some 
problems and troubles with this 
‘drive’ of life?” Yes! Everybody! 
I had a group of young people 
come to me in a certain city— 
thirty of them. They said, ‘Mr. 
Rosell, would you talk to us if 
we had a chance to. get alone 
some place?” “4 

I said, “Surely. How can I help 
you?” 

They took me down to the base- 
ment of the church, and they all 
fiddled-around,- nervous , like. 
Sheila was twisting her necklace. 
“Red” and “Fritz’ and all the 
fellows standing there...in em- 
barrassing silence. 

Sheila said, “Fritz, 
him.” 

Fritz said, “No, you got us into 
this. You do the talking.”’ 

She said, “Mr. Rosell... Merv.. 
.well, anyway...do you think 
that... Well, Red, why don’t you 
tell him?” 

And there in puzzled silence 
they stood. I’m glad when they 
come to me! I think it’s an honor. 
They won’t come to you, unless 
they believe in you. Finally, into 
the conversation: 

Sheila said, ‘‘Mr. Rosell, do you 
think it’s all right for Christians 
to roller skate?” 

I asked, ‘Well, better that you 
have wheels in your head than 
wheels on your feet, but where do 
you roller skate? Down the side- 
walk? 

Fritz said, “‘“Get a load of this 
guy—roller skate down the side- 
walk!” 

Then Sheila explained to me 
very carefully. She wasn’t going 
to jolt me—she just started easy 
like. She said, ‘‘We go to a roller- 
drome and the fellows skate with 
the girls, and the girls skate with 
the fellows! They ,have music!” 

“T see. Well, what kind of music 
do they have?” 

“Oh, they have an organ, and a

“IT see, What does he play?” 

They answered, ‘‘Oh, you know, 
some sweet, some hot, some jive, 
you know—popular stuff.” 

I said, “And the fellows skate

with the girls, and_ there's 
music, 57°’ 

They said, “Yes, Merv. Do you 
think it’s all. right to — roller 
skate?” 

I said, “Now, come on! Let’s 


have the real question. I know 
you didn’t come here to ask me 
about roller-skating. What’s the 
deal? What's the catch? What’s 
the pitch, fellows?” 

Sheila stood there twisting a- 
round a little bit, and finally said, 
“Supposing we didn’t have any 
skates on...the same fellows and 
the same girls...only not at the 
roller-drome of course... the same 
kind of music, only, not an organ, 
but a band.” 

It finally got through my thick 
skull. I said, ‘‘Dancing?”’ 

She said, “Yes, dancing! Don’t 
you think if some Christian kids 
roller skate and have the same 
music and the same couples and 
everything...don’t you think it’s 
all right for Christians to dance?” 

Well, they figured they had me 
in a corner. You know, they had 
it all figured out...if it’s the 
same songs and the same music, 
the same people, but no roller 
skates. I said, ‘Supposing there 
was a dance hall at this end of 
town for boys, and a dance hall 
at that end of town for girls, how 
long would you dance?” 

Red shouted, “Get a load of this 
guy—a dance hall for boys!”’ 

I said, “Come on now. You asked 
me a question, now I'll ask you 
one: How long would you fellows 
dance? Just boys, only boys!”’ 
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Red said, ‘We wouldn’t even go 
near the dump!”’ 

I said, “How about it, girls?” 

Patsy said, “Oh, we'd dance. I 
think we'd dance.”’ 

Fritz said, in disguest, ‘They'd 
dance!” 

“Well,” he said, “You mean a 
dance hall for guys, and a dance 
hall for gals—two separate ones? 
What's the use of dancing?” — 

I said to Sheila, ‘“‘Why do you 
girls dance?” 

She_ blurted, 
graceful,” 


I said, “Honey, you can walk 
with a book on your head and be 
graceful.” I said, “Patsy, why do 
you dance?” 

“Well, you meet 
that.” 


“Wouldn’t you rather meet them 
in the right place, and get the 
right people to live with forever, 
than meet them in the wrong 
place, and maybe get the wrong 
person and have ‘'troubles?” 

“Yah, but what’s so wrong. with 
1c?" 

“Well,” I said “fundamentally 
there’s a biological background to 
it. Otherwise, we wouldn't have 
to have one boy and one girl. Now

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teH me honestly what do you do 
when you get done dancing?” 

“Oh,” they said, “we go out and 
get in a hot-rod and head up the 
highway to some kind of an eating 
piace.” 

“Do they sell liquor there?”’ 

“Yoh but that’s on the other 
side. They’re over there. We're 
Christians, we sit here.” 

“Sometimes, does the fellow who 
drives (who has his own car or 
his dad’s car)— sometimes does 
that boy order something from 
the bar?” 

Then Patricia said, “Mr. Rosell. 
That's what we're thinking about! 
Sometimes the kids who drive the 
cars get drunk, but we don’t get 


drunk. We're Christians and we 
don’t get drunk.” 
I said, “Do you ride with the 


boys that are drunk?” 

“Well, you can’t tell them you 
won't. ride. You're out’ there 
twenty-five miles from town, and 
you can’t walk, and it’s his car. 
Of course he’s drunk, but what're 
you going to do?” 

“Somebody else could drive the 
car. 

“But it’s his car and he won't 
let anybody else touch it. It’s his 

‘Siob”’ and he’s driving it, even if 
he’s drunk.” 

“Sometimes avhen a_ fellows 
drunk, do you have trouble?” 

And then the crowd broke open 
with a big story I didn't know 
anything about. They said, “Mr. 
Rosell. two of our kids last month 
were driving, and playing ‘chicken’ 
on the highway” (You remember 
reading how they “play chicken.” 
I hope they don’t do it here. May- 
be you older folks wouldn't under- 
stand. The teenagers drive down 
the center of the highway, wide 
open, two coming toward each 
other with great speed. The boy 
who finally turns out so. that 
there’s no head-on collision, he’s 
“chicken.”) And they continued, 
“Mr. Rosell, some of the kids in 
the gang here were playing 
‘chicken’ and neither one of the 
fellows would be ‘chicken,’ and 
they crashed head-on, and four of 
the kids are dead!” 

I said, “Then you ride with 
drunken drivers? And you're intel- 
ligent Christian kids? And you 
think God wants you that way?” 

They said, ‘Well, that’s. the 
trouble, Merv, we don’t know 
what to do.”’ (They were listening 
now, open-mouthed. ) 

“In the first place, you never 
should have started that way... 


Well, what do you do. after- 
wards?” | 

“Oh,” they said, “we park some 
place.” 


“What do you do when you 
park? What do you do, gang, sing 
choruses and gospel hymns?” 

Fritz again said, “Get a load of 
this guy—sing choruses and gospel 
hymns!” (I had to do something 
because it was getting so tense in 
that room.) 

I said, ‘Sometimes, when you’re 
parked, do you go too far?” 

And the little red-haired 
blurted out, “Oh, Mr. Rosell, that’s 
what we wanted to tell you 
about.” And tears started coming 
to her eyes. She was a sweet little 
thing. She said, ‘‘We’re Christians, 
and we want to have fun, but 
sometimes, before we know it, 
everything’s wrong.” 

“Then you have to wait for days 
to see if everything’s going to be 
all right? And you don’t téll your 
mom or anybody else?” 

She said, “Yes, how’d 
know?” 

“People are my business. I know 
the tragedy that comes.” 

Now that the story was open, 
the whole group finally all burst 
out with their own parts of it. And 
I can’t tell you the rest, because 
they were desparately frank. They 
said, “Mr. Rosell, you preach to 
us, and the preachers tell us 
what to do, but nobody tells us 
how to do it. What are we going 
to do? We’re out having fun, and 
then Suddenly everything's 
wrong.” 

{ said, “Kids, I think you are 
ready for it. Here it is. Listen— 
First Corinthians, tenth chapter— 
and the twelfth and thirteeneth 
verses: “Wherefore. let him that 
thinketh he standeth take heed 
lest he fall.” All these smart 
people that are so cultured and 
educated, who say, “It'll never get 
me'’—you would be utterly amazed

lias many intelligent people are 
broken completely with one night 
of sin. You're not saved by intel- 
ligence. 

Here’s what. the Bible says: 
“There hath no temptation taken 
you but such as is common to 
man.” Every person in this room 
who is normal. has the same 
“drives” and the same “urges” 
and the same temptations and the 
same weaknesses, and often the 
same failures. All of us were 
made to ae pattern. You Say, 
“Some are over-sexed and some 
are under-sexed.” Listen, when a 
person is an average, normal per- 
son, Satan uses the normal “urges’”’ 
that later will be a pertinent fac- 
tor in married life... Satan uses 
them and multiplies the decent 
desires of your heart, into tomor- 
row’s histeria and tomorrow’s 
tragedy. But you say, “It's 
different with me. I have such a 
hard time with myself.” Listen 
you are no different than any- 
body else. And quit being a ‘“‘sob- 
sister’ and acting as if you are the 
only person in the world who ever 
had a temptation. You are just 
like the rest of us. 

So many folks come to me these 
days and say, “Brother Rosell, 
you see, I’m made up differently 
than others. There’s so much 
temptation, I think the Lord 
surely must forgive me if I fail 
a little bit’ Ah, malarkey! You’re 
just like the rest of us. We all 
have problems. Christians? Yes. 
Pagans? Yes, Jews? Yes. And if 
Satan can’t break you any other 
way, he'll do it by encouraging 
your self-pity until you say, ‘‘God 
surely will understand.” What God 
understands is that He wants you 
clean, until the time comes when 
He will give you that bride or 
that husband and bless your home 
with the children who will warm 
your heart. We're all alike. Is 
that straight? “There hath no 
temptation taken you but such 
as is common to man: but God is 
faithful, who will not suffer you 
to be tempted above that ye are 
able:” (you’re not going to be 
tempted beyond your. endurance), 
“but will with the temptation also 
make a way to escape,” (God 
won't let you be tempted beyond 
your endurance and, when the 
temptation comes, He’ll make a 
way to escape), “that ye may be 
able to bear it.”’ 

Now, God never asked you to 
live something, unless He also 
promised to give -you power to 
live it. And it is perfectly possible 
to be tempted, and still come off 
in the name of the 
Lord Jesus Christ. We don’t have 
to fail. We don’t have to stumble. 
You say, “But the Kinsey Report 
inferred that almost everybody 
fails.” You know why? They don’t 
know Christ. You say, “But we 
all have weaknesses.” Yes, and 
some people succumb to those 
weaknesses simply because they 
don’t want God’s power. But if 
you want God’s power, God can 
give you victory. 

Some young girls say to me, 
“Mr. Rosell, let me give one reason 
I do the things that I do: if I 
don’t, I won’t get a husband. If 
I don’t, nobody will ever love me. 
I can’t forever be saying ‘no’ to 
every proposition and still have 
friends and keep friends. Why if 
I'm not cooperative...if I don’t 
yield myself to him, he won’t love 
me.”’ 

Let me tell you, that philosophy 
is aS big a lie as anything that 
came out of the pit of Hell. Do 
you know who is the most de- 
Sirable woman in the’ world? The 
woman most wanted, the most de- 
sirable of all women is the girl 
who is’ absolutely clean, un- 
touched, unspotted, chaste, lovely, 
and fine. And when men choose 
the girl they are going to marry, 
they try to find one like that. 
Yes—they are to be found. 

You ask, “If the girls have to 
be so scrupulous, then why do the 
men have it so ‘free-and-easy’?” 
One reason men are more careless 
than women is that they are not 
as frightened about the conse- 
quences. However, I don’t think 
God has two standards—one for 
women and one for men. I don’t 
think it’s that way in the Bible 
anywhere. God presents a high and 
holy standard of absolute abstin- 
ence until the marriage. And God 


doesn’t give any allowance for. 


any experimentation whatsoever. 


You say, “But some doctors even 
recommend that we ought to 
‘know’ each other, physically, be- 
fore we marry.” Listen to me: God 
will take care of that. You just 
make sure the one you love and 
are going to marry is disease-free, 
and has a clean strong body, and 
is a fine Christian person, and you 
won't have to worry about com- 
patability. 

God has a plan. It includes a 
high standard for men and a holy 
standard for women. And I'll tell 
you a little secret. The happiest 
day in your whole life, aside from 
your spiritual conversion, will be 
the day when you can give to the 
one you love above all on earth, an 
absolutely clean body, as a gift in 
marriage. And mayhap the saddest 
hour you will ever have will be the 
sorry marriage hour when you 


realize, in your own secret heart, 
that he or she, whom you _ so 
dearly love, has already been 


cheated by your compromise. 

You say, “Merv, you mark a 
pretty high standard.” That’s 
God's standard: chastity, cleanli- 
ness and righteousness. Some of 
the old folks say that youngsters 
don’t want to live that way. That 
is not true. I’m going to prove it. 
Tonight, how many of you _ be- 
tween.-the ages of 25 and 35, by 
the grace of God, by the forgive- 
ness of Christ, and by the strength 
of His victory day by day, are 
willing to give your body, as well 
as your heart and mind? Are you 
willing to yield your body to Jesus 
Christ? Do you want, by the grace 
of God, to lead a clean, honorable, 
holy and righteous life? God will 
give you power and strength to 
do so. How many between 15 and 
3. Will do that, by the grace of 
God? I’m going to show the 
audience a surprise. This genera- 
tion is not going to Hell. 

(Hundreds of youth stand up in 
the audience at this point) 

And by the grace of Jesus Christ 
(stay up, I want to look at you; 
I want this city to see you) you 
don’t have to fail, you don’t have 
to stumble, you don’t have to lose. 
You can win! 

And somebody ought to tell our 
nation that here is a generation 
of youth who are real Christians, 
that are going to walk the way 
God wants them to walk. 

Now, the best sermon I can 
preach tonight—to answer Kinsey 
and all the rest— is your life. And 
if you mean it, step out from 
where you are and come stand 
at the front of this vast audi- 
torium. It’ll be one minute of bold 
testimony that the world might 
see you stand for Christ’s stand- 
ards. If you don’t mean it, slip 
back into your chair. If you mean 
it, you come up here. I’m not ask- 
ing you to join anything—merely 
proving that the “law of biological 
Statistics” is. superceded by the 
“law of faith’ in Jesus Christ. 
This is the story of victory in the 
Lord Jesus. Fathers, mothers, be 
proud of your Christian youth! 

Now, shall we pray? 

How many of you young people 
standing down here, pledge your 
faith to Jesus Christ as your own 
personal Saviour? Raise your 
hands, hold them high. You have 
to start there. 

How many of you, by the grace 
of God, want every sin, every 
stain, all the 
might have been failures, cleans- 
ed away, and want to live clean 
before Christ? Let me see your 
hands. That’s why you’re here. 
First John 1:9 says: “If we con- 
fess our sins, he is faithful and 
just to forgive us our sins, and 
to cleanse us from all unrighteous- 
ness.” 


Now, how many of you will 
pray, every single day, that God 
will keep you in his mighty power 
aS a testimony for Christ? Let 
me see your hands. You want Him 
to keep you. 


Audience, this is an evidence 
that the general report of statis- 
tics across the nation is not ac- 
curate in an audience like this. 
For here are hundreds of young 
lives, absolutely dedicated to the 
cause of chastity and cleanliness 
by the grace and power of the 
Lord Jesus Christ. 


Young people, the only way you 
can live it now is to pray each

The only way you can 
be sure of having around you the 
right companions is that you be 
in the church that really believes 
and preaches. victory in Jesus 
Christ. 

I’m going to whisper something: 
In this campaign... in our city- 
wide crusades ...don’t be ashamed 
to look around and find the- one 
who might be your bride or your 
husband, Instead of finding friends 
in a tavern, I recommend that you 
find them in the church. And pray, 
that we'll be able to win hun- 
dreds of young people to Christ. I 
didn’t come to this city to make 
the old folks hear another ser- 
mon...
